Fourtury. Becaule our righteous Sovereign is indirectly 
charged with a /cheme for enflaving the nation, by acceding to the 
meafures of falfe and cruel miniflers, who have deceived him 
with hypocritical profeffions of friendlinefs to government, 
and a pretended attachment to the royal prerogative ; which 
charges we apprehend to be derogatory to his Majefty’s honour 
and juftice, and as far as they refpect his Majefty’s Servants, to 
be groundlefs, falfe, and feditious.

Becaufe they cannot but fhudder with the ap- 
prehenfions of that terrible carnage, and deluge of blood which 
the lady threatens in faid addrefs, and which fhe dwells upon 
with feeming favage pleafure; and as fhe there acknowledges 
that we are Britifh blood and Britifh fpirits, we cannot indulge a 
thought fo fhocking to humanity as for brethren to meet in 
hoitite array ; we are therefore ready to acknowledge that 
we are neither Amazontans nor Corficans in their fanguinary dif- 
pofitions ; but fhould the Brits) Seroes dare to attack us, they 
would find probably to their coft, that we fhould not hefitate 
to engage with them where duty and honour led the way.
